The inventions claimed in the following claims of the present application are inventions that 
could easily have been invented prior to the filing of the application by a person having an 
ordinary knowledge of the technical field to which the inventions belong on the basis of 
inventions described in Publications 1 through 4 listed below, which were disseminated in Japan 
or in foreign countries prior to the filing of the application. Thus, in accordance with the 
provisions of Section 29 (2) of the Patent Law, these inventions cannot be patented. 



Cited Example 2: Japanese Patent Application Kokai No. S53-126243 (Fig. 6) 

The use of a surface acoustic wave device for a communication device is common. 

Regarding the Invention of Claim 4:

The formation of an MSC on both sides of the first and second IDTs is indicated in Figure 
15 (a) of Cited Example 3. Accordingly, it would be easy for a person skilled in the art to form a 
coupler on both sides of the first and second IDTs when utilizing the reflection from the end 
surfaces as in Figure 16 (a) of Cited Example 3 as well.
